Mr. Culberson says thatif this bill can be 
passed it will destroy trusts, especially and 
certainly if the states will make trusts unlaw- 
ful, and such course would make it unneces- 
sary for the president to suspend any. tariff 
legislation.

Between Messrs. Mitchell and Morgan in the 
Senate—The Chinese Bill. 


Wasuixotox, September 10.—During ,the 
pro of a desultory litical debate with 
which the senate cpanel the conference report 
on the fortifications bill was presented and 
agreed to.

hands of lawless men,’’? and proceeded to ad- 
dresss the senate in explanation and advocacy 
of it, and on the subjectof the pending till 
for the absolute prohibition of Chinese immi- 
gration. So farashe was concerned he had 
reached the conclusion thatthe will of the 
American people as to the total exclusion of 
Chinese laborers. was an irrevocable decree, 
and that that exclusion must be effected 
through the operation of law, not through that 
ofatreaty. He proposed to adhere to that 
ground now that it was reached. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Oregon, interrupted Mr. 
Morgan with a question which brought about 
a heated and unparliametary personal expres- 
sion from both which have, upon reflection 
and upon counsel of mutual friends, been 
struck from the Congressional Record, ‘At the 
close of Mr. Morgan’s speech, his bill was _ re- 
ferred to the committee on foreign relations. 

The conference report on the army appropri- 


ation bill was presented and agreed to. 


The house retaliation bill was presented 
and referred tocommittce on foreign relations. 

Mr. Stewart asked unanimous consent to 
have the Chinese exclusion billtaken up but 
Mr. Shermangobjected. 

Mr. Stewart then made a motion to that 
effect and it was carried and motion was taken 
up.

THE WORK OF THE HOUSE, 


The Bagging Trust Receives a Hearing—The 
Appropriation BilL 


WASHINGTON, September 10. — In the 


house, Mr. Sayers of Texas presented the 


conference report on fortifications appropria- 
tion bill and it was adopted. 

Mr. Blount of Georgia, from the committee 
on re and post roads, reported a Dill 
authorizing the postmaster general to adver- 
tise for and purchase improved mail locks and 
keys. He requested immediate consideration 
for the bill which was accorded and the bill 
was passed. 

As matter of policy and with a view to place 
ing upon the senate the responsibility for fur- 
ther prolongation of the current session of 
congress, the democrats in tlie housg have de- 
termined to hasten final action upon the re- 
maining appropriation bills so far as it lies in 
their power. The adoption of the conference 
report upon the fortifications appropriation 
bill today marked the inauguration of this pol- 
icy. The bill was finally disposed of as far as 
the house is concerned, without a word of de- 
bate, although it em bodies Mr, 
Sayer’s proposition of an appropriation of $1,- 
500,000 for steel forgings which was originally 
the subject of strong opposition. The sundry 
civil and army appropriation bills will be 
pushed through this weeky@nd there will re- 
main of the regular annual appropriation bills 
only the general deficiency bill, which is ex- 
pected to be returned to the house by the end 
of this week or the beginning of next week. 

The call for a democratic caucus to be held 
Thursday is being circulated. The object is to 
secure uniformity of action upon the pending 
business; to give expression to the wishes of 
the majority relative to final adjournment or 
recess, and to discuss the expediency of attack- 
ing trusts as proposed by Mr. Breckinridge, of 
Arkansas. Meanwhile it is probable that no 
meeting of the ways and means conmittee will 
be called until the caucus has outlined ,wishes 
of democratic side of house. 

Under the call of states, the following bills 
were introduced,and referred: By Mr. Hender- 
son, North Carolina, to check and nullify the 
baneful operation of trusts, By. Mr. McClam 
my, North Garolina, to provide foran inland 
waterway bétween New York and Florida. 
By Mr. Crain, of Texas, to exempt cotton 
bagging from paymentof duty. 

The house then resumed consideration of 
conference report on sundry civil appropriation 
bill. The pending senate amerdment was that 
appropriation of $250,000 for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the extent to which the arid re- 
gions of the United States can be redeemed by 
irrigation, and reserving as the properiy of tie 
United States all the lands which may be des- 
ignated for reservoirs and cells for i:rigation. 

The pending motion was that made by Mr. 


Breckinridge, of Kentucky, to concur in| the 


amendment with an amendment reserving 
from sale or entry, until otherwise provided, 
all lands made susceptible of irrigation. 

The consideration of the bill was interrupted 
long enough to allow Mr. Maish, of Penns\1] 
vania, to present the conference report ou the 
arnty appropriation bill. The bill as reported 
appropriates $24,472,500. After a brief expla- 
nation by Mr. Maish, the report was adopted. 

The sundry civil appropriation bill was then 
again taken up, and pending discussion the 
house adjourned. 


THE APPROPRIATION BILLS, 


Two of Them Disposed of and the Others in 
Good Shape. 

WASHINGTON, September 10.—The army bill, 
as tinally agreed upon by the conference and 
approved by both houses, carries an appropria- 
tion of $24,471,300. The fortifications bill, also 
disposed of by congress today, appropriates 
$307,200. 

These bills were interdependent in a measure, 
ret provisions for the same purpose having 
een inserted by the senate in both bills, with 
a view to securing the appropriation in one of 

them, if the house should disallow it in the 
other. The chief item so duplicated was that 
known as the Hawley amendment, which ap- 
propriated more than six millions for ordnance. 

The substance of this amendment remains 
as a part of the fortifications bill. Aside from 
reguiar provisions of army and fortification 
bilis, these measures appropriate as follows: 
For manufacture of cannon and carriages, 
$200,000; for testing pneumatic guns, shells, 
étc., $100,000; for gun factory at Watervliet ar- 
senal, $700,000; for the purchaseof rough-bored 
steels, $1,500,000; for submarine mines and 
sub-marine controllable torpedoes, $200,000; 
rifled mortars, $250,000; for purchase and test 
of ordnance by ordnance board, $500,000. 

All but the two first named items were in- 
cluded in the Hawley amendment, and were 
especially championed in the house by Repre- 
sentative Sayers, of Texas. There now remain 
only two of regular appropriation bills before 
congress, namely, the sundry civil, which is in 
its conference stage, and general deticiency 
bill, which is before the senate committee. 


| That Sarplus. 

Wasminoton, September 10.—The heavy 
purebase of United States bonds last week caused a 
marked decline in the treasury surplus, which fell 
off from $110,000,000 last Monday to 7103,960,000, as 
stated in the treasurer’s statement today. The dis- 
crepency between this amount and the surplus as 
stated im the president's ietierof acceptance—$130,, 
C09,000—is probably due to the fact thatthe presi- 
dent included about $55,000,000 fractional silver 
coin on hand as part of the surplus, while the treas- 
ury offciais do not.

She did not know any better, 
and he died in an hour. 

Dozens of such instances might be men- 
tioned to prove that many deaths have been 
caused by lack of good nurses. 

Last night when the eighteen nurses from 
New Orleans arrived, there were three to five 
applicants for every one, but they had to go to 
the hospitals. 

Patients sick at their homes will have to do 
the best they can until more come. The mayor 
of Charleston telegraphs {that a corps of good 
experienced nurses is ready there to come at 
any moment at Charleston’s expense. They 
willbe accepted thankfully today and two 
huudred more could be used.

Here are three respectable, sclf-supporting 
citizens of Florida thrown out of employment 
and out of an income by the epidemic. They 
are in a strange place with families dependent 
upon them, and they have gone on for a month 
spending their money day by day 
and keeping a stiff upper lip, 
hop'ng each day to find work and support for 

heir families. 

Now, their money is all gone, and after per- 
sistent effort they have failed to get werk that 
will sustain them and their families. 

Every honest man who is willing to work has 
a right to expect a living, and there ought to 
be some way for these men to earn a living in 
Atlanta. If Atlanta can’t put them to work— 
= at least send them tosome place that 
will. 

The first and best thing to do is to give them 
work, and that is what they want, but failing 
in that will it not be legitimate to devote a part 
of the yellow fever fund to the urgent necessi- 
ties of this case? 

One of the gentlemen said he did not know 
how long his family would have where to lay 
their heads. It is a case of pressing neces 
sity and something ought to be done today.

THE NEWS FROM MAINE. 


An Increased Vote and Republican Gains All 
Around. 

PORTLAND, Me., September 10.—There are 
507 towns and plantations in Maine. Of these 
returns have been received from 241, which 
give Burleigh, republican, 56,019; Putnam, 
democrat, 41,646; Cushing, prohibitionist, 
1,774; scattering, 957. Same towns in 1886 gave 
republicans 48,160; democrats, 38,095; pashibi- 
tion, 2,442; scattering, 28. 

Burleigh’s plurality is,fby this vote, 14,373 
against 10,065 in 1586, a republican gain of 
4,308. 

The 266 towns to hear from, gave in 1886, 
republican, 20,831; democratic, 17,194; pro- 
hibition, 1.426. If the same ratio of gain and 
loss is maintained, the final vote will stand: 
tepublican, 80,252; democratic, 60,445; prohi- 
bition, 2,810; scattering, 957; total, 144,164, 
with a plurality for the republicans of 19,807. 

In 1884 the total vote stood, republican, 
78,699; democratic, 58,954; republican plu- 
rality, 19,745. The labor vote this year is in- 
cluded in the scattering, but evidently some of 
scattering should be assigned to the prohibi- 
tion vote. 

The presidential vote in 1884 was smaller 
than the vote for governor in the aggregate, 
but there was a slightly larger plurality—20,- 
064. The legislature in 1586 stood, republican 
senators, 27, democratic, 4; republican repre- 
sentatives, 122; democratic, 27; prohibition 
and independent one each, 

The republicans will gain a few in house, 
and perhaps in the senate. Four republican 
representatives to congress are elected with 
increased majorities.

The Brotherhood of Firemen at 
the Opera House 


RECEIVE A GEORGIA WELCOME. 


Addresses by Governor Gordon, Acting 
Mayor Collier, Chief Arthur, Hoke 
Smith and Other Speakers. 


September 10, 1888, will undoubtedly be re- 
corded as a red-letter day in the history of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen. And 
the climax of that day,in the speeches and 
reception that was given the delegates at the 
opera house last night, will linger as a fond 
memory in their recollections of the day, At- 
lanta and Georgia. 

Headed by the Atlanta Rifles’ band, and the 
bearer of the brotherhood’s silken banner in 
purple and gold, and with their badges flash- 
ing in the electric light, the delegates formed 
on Pryor street, at about 7:50 o’clock last even- 
ing, and the-long line with two abreast 
stretched away towards the junction with 
Peachtree, and when the signal to march was 
given, it formed one of the pretticst processions 
that has ever marched through Atlanta’s 
streets. 

The line of march was over the following 
streets: Up Pryor tothe junction with Peach- 
tree, down Peachtree and up Whitehall to 
Mitchell, turning from Mitchell into Broad, 
and down Broad to Marietta, and thence to 
the opera house. The delegation marched to 
the inspiring music eof the Atlanta Rifles’ 
band. Here the procession filed into the opera 
house, and then the carriages containing Gov- 
ernor Gordon, Chief Arthar, Acting Mayor 
Collier, Hoke Smith, Grand Master Wilkinson, 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Brakemen, and 
officials of the btotherhood, were driven up to 
the grand entrance. Thespeakers entered the 
opera house by the stage entrance, and as 
Chief Arthur and Governor Gordon walked to 
their seats upon the stage, the audience, 
which was just in a proper mood for cheering, 
recognized this opportunity and made the 
most of it. The speeches were all well re-

Acting Mayor Collier’s Address.

GOVERNOR GORDON’S ADDRESS. 


As Governor Gordon arose to speak, the au- 
dience cheered itself hoarse and it was several 
minutes before the governor found an oppor- 
tunity of addressing himself to the large and 
enthusiastic audience—the delegates particu- 
larly expressing their appreciation of the 
honor shown them. As Governor Gordon be- 
gan speaking he addressed the audience as 
follaws:

‘Aim high. Aim to fill any position, fer no 
man reaches a higher plane than he 
aspires to. And when you are tired of 
being a general manager or president of 
some railroad, why get yourself elected presi- 
dent of the United States. [ Applause. } 

Turning to Governor Gordon as he finished 
this sentence, Chief Arthurasked: ‘Is not 
that good advice, governor?’’ and Governor 
Gordon answered with an emphatic ‘‘excellent. 
excellent!’’ 

“The Brotherhood of Engétmeers will meet in 
Richmond next month,”’ continued Chief Ar- 
thur, and I extend you a cordial invi- 
tation to visit us. And now, in clocs- 
ing, I want to say this: That when 
Messrs. Stone and Perkins come to read, as 
they will read, of our reception by the¢ gov- 
ernor of Georgia and the best citizens of At- 
lanta here in this proud southern city tonight, 
they will likely hang their heads in shame.’’

Chief Arthur Talks. 

A ConsriTuTIoN réporter had the pleasure 
of a brief interview with Chief Arthur, of the 
Brotherhood ofLocomotive Engineers, who is 
in the city as the guest of the Brotherhood of 


Locomotive Firemen. 

During the morning and afternoon Chief 
Arthur had been the central figure abont the 
Kimball house lobby and added to his. already 
large list of acquaintances and friends by the 
pleasant smile and courteous manner that is 
one of his strong characteristics. Back of all 
this charm of manner, however, 
lies an iron will that is 
expressed by the _ closing of the 
lips and the set of a well balanced head. Just 
a trace of the Scotch accent that betrays his 
lineage lingers with Chief Arthur still, but it 
only adds interest to the expressionsof the 
seneible and well-posted ehief of the eén- 
gineers. 

In answer to the reporter’s question as tothe 
prospects of a federation of these two great 
organizations, Chief Arthur said: ' 

“TI donot care to nake any statement in re- 
gard to this matter, as I do not wish to be pre- 
sumptuous or hasty. It would seem that by 
reason of their close alliance in work, and the 
fact that the engineers and firemen share the 
same dangers, exposures and hardships, that 
an alliance or federation of the organizations 
would be a_ probable outcome of the present 
situation on the ‘Q’ road. Then the firemen 
are the engineers of the future, as I believe 
that ninety per cent of the engineers of this 
country have been promoted from the ranks.’’ 

‘You say shat if such a federation is formed 
it will be on account of the trouble on the “Q”’ 
road. What do you mean by that?’’ asked the 
reporter. 

“Well, that system has used every means to 
defeat our demand for what we consider just 
pay, and it has shown us how identical our in- 
terests are, under such circumstances. I do 
not know, of course, what action will 
be taken this matter by the 
firemen, and as the engineers meet in 
convention at Richmond next October, 
I do not care to make any further statement in 
regard to the matter, as it will probably be set- 
tled at that time. But if the federation is per- 
fected, the management of the ‘Q’ system will 
be responsible for it.”’ 

‘What is the situation on the ‘Q)’. system ?” 

‘*The best way to answer that is to say that 
it is unchanged. Of 2,500 engineers and _ fire- 
mon who quit work on that road over six 
mouths ago, but four crews—eight men— 
sO far as I know, have returned 
to work. Now, what does __ that 
show,’ said Chief Arthur, speaking with 
sudden animation. ‘It proves the power of 
organization and discipline. The ‘Q’ road has 
virtually squandered five or six millions of 
dollars in an attempt to coerce the members 
ofour organization into renouncing it and 
going back to work, and they are farther from 
it today than ever. I positively believe that 
every one of the engineers and firemen 
who struck could go back to work tomorrow 
if they would surrender unconditionally, but 
this is as farin the future as anything I know 
of. With our resources the men on strike can 
be supported indefinitely and with but little 
expense to our members individually.” 

“The firemen here are a fine body of men,”’ 
remarked the reporter. 

“Yes, indeed they are,’’ responded Chief 
Arthur. ‘‘A  verson cannot fail to 
be impressed with the intelligence 
and gentlemanly appearance of the delegates. 
And it shows more plainly than anything else 
what organization will accomplish. 

‘Since I began railroading thirty-six years 
ago,’ said Chief Arthur, “‘there have been 
many wonderful changes, but the most 
gratifying of all to me is the fact 
that in the ranks of the firemen, the engineers 
of the future, itis possible to find so much 
intelligence and appreciation of the needs that 
present conditions have forced upon them.”’ 

And with this brief expression of his views

The Great Preparations for this Year's En- 


campment at Columbus—The City 
Full of Visitors. 


Cotumets, O., September 10.—Tho week of 


the twenty-second annual encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic has arrived, and 
Columbus is ready for it. 

For many weeks preparations have been ac- 
tively under way, and the immense crowds 
that are pouring into the city on every train 
and from every part of the country, finds fiags, 
streamers, arches, Grand Army and other vet- 
éran organizations emblemed on every hand. 
The union depot is gay with streamers. 
High street is alive with pedestrians 
Every store and factory is gay with bunting. 
A dozen handsome arches upon tho streets, 
and under these during the whole day, have 
been marching newly arriving posts of 
wrinkled and gray “boys of ’61.”’ All day 
long there has been the sound of fife and drum 
and a solid tramp of marching feet as the vet- 
erans in solid columns marched from their 
trains to the quarters assigned them. 

QUARTERS FOR THE VISITORS. 

Quarters have been provided for something 
like 10,000 more than have yet announced their 
purpose of attending, and there is no danger 
of over-crowding. 

The veterans are in four camps. The main 
one is known as Camp Neil, and is located 
east of the union depot. Commander Neiland 
staff aro in command and have headquarters 
on the south of Camp Neil. Camp Dennison, 
in charge of Commander Jeffreys, is 
located in northwest Columbus. Camp 
Hayden, where quarters are. also provided for 
ladies, is on Kast Broad street. And a big 
tent camp where the army of West Virginia 
helds forth is also on East Broad street. 

.In all of these camps ample sleeping 
and dining arrangements haye been made and 
the veterans announce themselves well pleased 
with the outlook for the week. 

THE WEATHER FAVORABLE. 

The weather today is fair and moderately 
warm and the rain ofthe last few days has 
laid the dust and made traveling and camping 
enjoyable. 

Delegations continue to arriye during the 
evening from all directions and with the old 
veterans were thousands of friends.

He was the first 
witness and he testified that the night of Anu- 
gust the SWth, about 11 o'clock, he 
and two  friends—Dennis O'Leary and 
Tom Fitzgerald, went into Steve Grady’s sa- 
loon toput adogin there. The window in 
the rear of the saloon was open and witness 
closed it. After being in the place abont five 
minutes a policemancame from across the 
street and approached the door of the saloon. 
He bent down and tried to open the door with 
a key or some otherinstrament. The trio in 
the saloon watched his actions and became 
satisfied he was trying to effect an entrance. 
They waited some fifteen or twenty minutes.

Of 1840. 


NOT A DRY SPOT TO BE FOUND. 


Houses Floating Around _ at 
Random. 


DROWNED IN THE STREETS: 


The City Entirely Cut Off From 
the Outer World. 


Avavsta, Ga., Septanber 10.—[Special.]— 
A city under water! : 

Such is Augusta tonight. 

When the banks of the canal gave way 
today, it was because of the pent-up floods of 
two weeks, which have pressed and surged, 
until water triumphed over land, and then 

The greatest flood since 1840 began. 

In that year the water registered 37 feet 10 
inches. 

In 1*65 it tonched 36 feet 11 inches. 

In 1572 itapproached the mark of 1840 by 
going up to 37 feet 5 inches. 

When, therefore, the flood which covered 
the city today passed the mark of 1865, and 
out the mouldy stain of 1572, 
and rose one inch higher, making 
thirty-seven feet six inches, with the 
water stillrushing onward, it became evident 
that the mark of 1840 would be passed, and 
that tonight would witness the greatest flood 
ever known in the history of Augusta. 

And it was so unexpected! 

Two weeks ago the floodgates of heaven 
were opened, The waters from the mountains 
of Rabun, from the hill country of South Caro- 
lina, gathered in a thousand rills and creeks, 
pouring into the Savannah, gathering strength 
as well as volume as they rolled ownward 
tothe sea. The people stood by the banks 
and watche the driftwood as it floated down to 
the Atiantic. The bosom of the river widened 
and the onlookers retreated. The waters 
continued to widen as the waters continued to 
fall, until the river bed was full, and the low- 
lands were covered, and they began to lave 
at the foundation of the cottage on the hill- 


washed 


side. 

With a swishing sound the floods from the 
up-country began beating against the c@fal 
bank this morning. Gentle at first, each wave 
gained strength until at last it became as the 
lashing of a giant against a wall of granite. 
With heavier stroke each wave returned until 
the trickling stream first found vent, followed 
by the last grand dash, which 
swept before it every artifice of man, and the 
banks were carried in great clumps in a hun- 
dred directions, and finally crushed into noth- 
ingneéss. 
~ The factory district was first submerged. On 
the waters crept until they began to pour into 
Broad street, and thence through the inter- 
secting streets to Greene. The telegraph 
office was invaded until the _ floor 
was covered. Then the’ operators pulled off 
shoes and stockings, and rolling up their panta- 
loons, continued to wire the message of disas- 
ter abroad, as the rising water marked the 
When the 
chairseats were reached the operators stood up 
at their desks and bravely kept up the work 
of communication with the outside world. 

The waters reached their greatest triumph 
when, turning the highest grade of Broad 
street they ran onward in a continuous stream, 
presenting the novel spectacle of four miles of 
boating on a public street, Harriedly the 
merchants temoved their goods from shelf to 
shelf as the water threatened the last resort, 
and then stood upon the counters to watch the 
seething tlood. Second stories were eagerly 
sought by the affrighted people. 

When the water began to approach from the 
factory side it lifted the small houses as if they 
were but toy boxes and moved them around 
in wild confusion. A strange suggestion wcs 
prompted by the scene. It looked as if the 
people, instead of calling upon each other 
on foot. had simply adopted a new plan, and 
the houses moved around, meeting each 
other, somewhat boisterously but heartily. A 
cabin, with its scared inmates atthe door, 
would float up to another, in which stooda 
similar group, touch each other like the glasses 
ina Dutch saloon, and then part company 
again. Ontheroofof one acolored woman 
sat, looking about with the utmost self-com- 
posure, crying out to those who heard her: 

*De Lawd he sent me here, an’ de Lawd he 
gwine to do what’s right!” 

The river continued to rise after three o'clock 
this morning and by four o'clock, it was evi- 
dent that a big freshet was on hand. Mer- 
chants living in exposed portions of the city 
were waked, and notified of the rapidily ex- 
tending waters. By 6 oclock the waters had 
reached 24 feet, and eccvered the  north- 

The night is bright and the airis crisp. 
The sky is dotted with its myriad stars which 
look so peacefully down upon sucha scene of 
wreck and danger. Houses float about on the 
‘water, the number being increased asa _ rapa- 
‘clous arm of the flood stretches 
out into new territory and draws them 
in. The heavy tones of the alarm bells at ten 
o'clock announce to the people that the point 
of greatest danger has come. 

Aud such a scurrying was never seen be- 
fore. 

A whole city with not a dryinch of ground 
in it! 

And the principal streets raging rivers, with 
the water rushing at the rate of 15 miles an 
hour! 

The Story in Detail. 

Western portion of the city contiguous to the 
river bank, and the southeastern portions be- 
low the cemetery, the two lowest parts of the 
city. By 7 o'clock thirty-four feet seven 
inches was reached, and the water was run-

Merchants were closing their doors and 
building little dams around their cellar doors

way of the flood. 
The rising tide has continued all day and at 


dark tonight the waters had reached thirty- 
seven fect seven inches, the highest water 
known in Augusia since the freshest of 1540. 
The water has risen more rapidly than at any 
previous freshet, and in the low portion of the 
city, peeple who went to sieep think- 
ing the waters receding, Jawoke this morn- 
ing to find themselves completly surrounded, 
and ‘all egress cut off. Many occupying 
one-story houses even removed to two-story 
buildings where they could be above the tide, 


In the northwestern portion of the city, near 


the river, there are hundreds of people com- 
pletely surrounded by the water, which is 
surging through the fifst story, while they are

THE RICE CROP RUINED. 


The Freshet Worse Than it Was Last 
Year, 

SAVANNAH, Ga., September 10.—{ Special .J— 
The disaster to the rice crop of last year will 
be repeated within a week. The rise in the 
Savannal river will soon bring partial] ruin on 
the rice planters. They fear the. worst. The 
freshet will be worse this year than last. In 
1587 the Joss reached a quarter of a million 
dollars. Whatcan be gathered in the next 
four days will be saved in the freshet planta- 
tions. A few plantations are comparatively 
secure. It is stated by competent factors that 
so far only abont 1-100th of the rice crop has 
been harvested. The planters along the river 
have about 4,000 acres ir. rice, and the yield 
would have been, under favorable circum- 
stances, about 150,000 bushels. If the present 
fair weather continues during the remainder 
of the week over one-half of the crop may be 
saved. Even this will probably be poor in 
quality. All the late planting will be harvest- 
ed now, rain or shine, as the planters realize 
that it is either this or a total loss. Along the 
Altamaha and Ogeechee rivers the crop is not 
so large as on the Savannah river. The loss 
will not either be proportionately as-great.

MILLS WASHED AWAY.

Telegraphic connection was 
entirely shut off last night, while the great 
bulk of knowledge in yesterday’s Constitrvu- 
TION is now between two washouts on the 
Georgia railroad, no train haying traveled on 
that road since yesterday. 

Part of the bridge over Fishing creek, on the 
Macon road, is washed away, while reports 
reached the city today that the following 
splendid gristmills were washed a way: Mor- 
ris’s mill,on Town creek; Allen’s mill, on 
Town creek; Brosser’s mili, on Town creek, 
and Champion’s mill, on Rocky creek. It is 
also stated that Morris’s store, now owned by 
Messrs. Cranston & Alexander, of Augusta, 
which is just below the mill, is also swept 
away in the flood.

Notes--Personal Mention.

This.afternoon L. B. Moody, passenger train 
engineer, and D. N. Davidson, local freight 
engineer on the Covington and Macon rail- 
road, had a serious difficulty.. At the Coving- 
ton and Macon depot, near the park, as David- 
son was leaving the depot on his engine he 
turned hot water from a cylinder cock on 
Moody, who-was walking on the track. This 
alternoon when Moody met Davidson he asked 
him why he threw hot wateron him.

Such is the letter that was given te Deputy 
Sheriff Moseley in Florida, and which he 
brought back with him yesterday afternoon 
along with Frank Mickeljohn, the forger. Mr. 
Moseley did not exnect to reach Macon with 
Mickeljohn until Wednesday, but he was 
granted special permissicn by the adjutant- 
general of Florida to take him sooner if Mr. H. 
M. Wood, the representative of C. K, Dutton, 
of New York, the lessee of the state convicts, 
was willing, which he was. 

Mickeljohn was sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for one year for forgery on a furniture 
dealer in Jacksonville. Tris sentence would 
not have expired before about November Ist, 
but Mickeljohn behaved so well in prison that 
he ‘was allowed five daysin every month for 
good behavior and good work, which cut down 
his sentence fifty days, making his sentence 
ten months and ten days. He wasin camp four 
miles from McAlpin and twelve miles from 
Live Oak. The last five months of his term 
he was a trusty and did not wear the chains 
during that time. Being a machinist? by trade, 
Mickeljohn was employed making machinery 
for astarch factory which was located where 
the camp now is. Just as the works got in 
operation and a sample of the starch was ready 
to be sent to New York, the factory burned 
Mickeljohn says he was well 
treated by Mr. W. J. Hillman, captain 
of the camp, and by Mr. Wood, 
the representative of Lessee Dutton. They 
regretted to have him leave, and would have 
hired him when his sentence was out,if he could 
have staid. His time would have expired to- 
day,but Mr.Moseley got the officials consent to 
let him take Mickeljohn on Saturday, as Sun- 
day intervened and Mickeljohn would not 
have worked on that day anyhow. When 
Moseley appeared at the camp, Mickeljohn ap- 
eg a little excit at seeing him, 
out soon became all right, and said that there 
was no need of an oflicer coming for him as ff 
intended going straight .tq Macon when his 
sentence expired, and had ‘no expectation. of 
jumping his bond. But since an. officer had 
come he said he preferred his being ‘Charlie 
Moseley than anyone else he knew. The cap- 
tain of the camp told Moseley that Mickeljohn 
afew days previous had asked him did he 
think officials in Macon would _ send 
for him, but the captain gave no definite 
answer, for he had read in the papers 
about requisition documents being prepared, 
and he would not let Mickeljohn sec that

dé a Sheriff Moseley and Mickeljohn left 
the camp on Saturday afternoon in a buggy 
and rode to Live Oak, where they took train 
and went to Tallahassee. They then went by 
private conveyance in a pouring rain Saturday 
night from Tallahassee to Thomasville, a dis- 
tance of 38 miles. Thomasville was reached 
about 3 o’clock Sunday morning, and, as 
Officer Moseley had lost considerable sleep 
since leaving Macon, he desired to take a nap, 
but what to do with Mickeljohn was the ques- 
tion. He solved the conundrum by fastening 
one handeuff to his own wrist and locked the 
other handcuff to Mickeljohn’s wrist, and 
thus bound together they laid down in the 


down. 


‘same bed, side by side, and slept soundly until 


about seven o’clock Sunday morning. They 
then took train and reached Macon yesterday 
afterward at 5:15, via the Southwestern road. 
Saturday afterncon, when about half way from 
the camp to Live Oak, Moseley took the hand- 
cuffs off Mickeljohn, on his Ngee to make 
no attempt to escape, and Mickeljohu made 
the journey from Florida to Macon. unhand- 
cuffed, for which privilege and kindness he 
expressed himself as duly grateful to Officer 
Moseley. On reaching Macon Mickeljohn was 
carried straight to jail, where he will remain 
until his trial on the Exchange bank forgery 
case, unless Mr. A.G. Adamson, his former 
bondsman and father-in-law, or some one else, 
will stand his bond. 

Mickeljohn is looking very well indeed 
Prison life does not seem to have disagreed 
with him. Heis wearinga nice suit of dark 
clothes and his entire appearance is quite re- 
spectable. This suit is the sameone he wore 
when sent to the Florida penitentiary, and on 
reaching camp he donned the regulation 
stripes, and his citizen suit was eee | put 
away for him, and was sunned and dusted 
several times during his confinement, and 
when he was released Saturday, his suit was 
given back to him, looking almost as good as | 
new. Mickeljohn says he is not guilty of the 
Exchange bank matter, and says if he was, he 
would plead guilty justas he did in Florida, 
and throw himself upon the mercy and clem- 
ency of the court. He says a 
fair trial will prove his ifnocence. 

Officer Moseley left Macon last Tuesday 
morning for Florida. He went direct to Tal- 
lahassee to see Governor Perry, by whom. he 
was most courteously received. Secretary of 
State Crawford and the adjutant-general also 
treated him in a first-class manner. Moseley 
says the Florida ofiicials are certainly most 
excellent gentlemen, and seem to be thorough- 
ly efficient in the discharge of their duties. 

On reaching Tallahassee Officer Moseley 
was naturally a little apprehensive regarding 
yellow fever, but Governor Perry assured hiin 
there was not the slightest danger from it in 
Tallahassee, and told him he was as safe there 
as he would be in Macon. Officer Moseley, 
however, represents the Jacksonville people, 
according to reports heard in Flosida, as being 
panic stricken, and Floridians outside of Jack- 
sonville are much discouraged at the unfavor- 
able reports of the past few days from Jack- 
sonville. Officer Moseley experienced no 
trouble whatever in making bis journey as 
regards the qgarantine regulations and insjwet- 
ors. He had the necessary health certificates 
and passed through the lines all right.

There is no doubt that Grover Cleveland 
is # puzzle to the republican politicians, and 
a very alarming one.

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CLEVELAND'S 


What the People of Atlanta Have 
to Say About It. 


Interesting Interviews With Leadmg Men 
On the Great Political Topic Which 
Agitates the City. 


A representatiye of Taz ConsTITUTION asked 
a number of prominent gentlemen yesterday 
what they thought of President Cleveland’s 
letter of acceptance.

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SMITH’S LITTLE TALK: 


A Man Whose Mind is a Little 
Off-Color. 


He Drawsa Comparison Between the New 
_ groes and Hindoos-Some Queer 
Statements. 


Mr. Smith, of Halifax, who entertained Rey,’ 
E. R. Carter at his home in England, returned. 
to America with the colored pastor, and is 
now his guest at No. 76 Tatnall street. . 

Mr. Smith is 4 traveled young man of thirty,’ 
and the son of a large blanket mannfacturer of 
Halifax. He has been in India, and has vis. 
ited almost every part of the world. 

He was in India five or six years ago when 
Lord Ripon’s administration brought forward, 
the Ilbert bill which made Hindoos judges 
over.Europeans,.a measure which was sup- 
ported by Gladstone’s administration as one of 
abstract justice, but in India caused Lord 
Ripon to be hootéd and mobbed. 

“What do you think of the way the white 
and colored people get along together in the 
south?” Mr. Smith was asked. 

“ET have been here but a short time,and I would’ 
like to study the question,” said lie. “I don’t 
know whether they mix up much or not. -Ip) 
the north some one asked me the same jues- 
tion, and I took the trouble to ask a colored 
man. He said that the colored people did not 
like to mix with the whites, because they felt 
that they were inferior. 

“Then I asked a white man, and he said, ‘Tt 
is all on the part of the colored man. He ig 
not as comfortable in our churches as he is in’ 
hisown.’ SolIcan hardly tell which side it ia, 
I would like to study out the problem: it is 
very interesting to me.” 

“What is the general impression of the 
English people about the state of thines in the 
south ?’’

~ RAILROAD TOPICS. 
The Rome aed Decatur LIti- 
Zation. 


Trains Delayed by the Floods Yesterday— 
General Eatilroad Notes of Interest 
to Every One. 


The Rome and Decatur railroad is again in- 
volved in litigation. 

Receiver Dorsey went to Rome on the first 
of September to receive the road from the con- 
tractor, and was met by a petition and an or- 


der of court. 

Last winter when the road became involved 
in debt the contractor, Colonel Daniel Calla- 
ban, filed a bill asking for the appointment of 
a receiver to take charge of the affairs of the 
Rome and Decatur Railroad company. 

The petition was granted, and Judge E. R. 
Dorsey, of Atlanta, was appoin ted receiver. 

About the same time a financial arrange- 
ment was consummated,by which the receiver 
was enabled to complete the road from Rome 
to Attala¢ Alabama. 

The first mortgage bondholders {in New 
York appointed a committee consisting of R, 
L. Edwards, president of a Dank in New York: 
Mr. Swann and Mr. Ogden and others, to cash 
the receivers’ certificates, and to superintend 
the completion of the road with the proceeds, 

The court authorized the receiver to issue 
$400,000 of certificates which would be a lien 
on the property and to contract with Mr. Cal- 
Jahaufor the completion of the road to At- 
tala. 

It was understood that out of the proceeds of 
the certificates the receiver was to pay certain 
claims against the old company and certain 
claims by sub-contractors against Mr. Calla- 
han, who had been the original contractor for 
the whole road; but no claim was to be paid 
without the consent of the committee, or, if 
they refused to consent, without an order of 


court. 

Mr. Callahan was to complete the road by 
the first of June, but by some cause it was not 
completed for some time after that. In fact, 
there is a little work even now remaining to be 
done. 

The receiver refuses to pay the July esti- 
mates for Contractor Callahan’s work on the 
ground that he did not finish by the time 
specified in the contract. 

Mr. Callahan on the other hand claimed 
that after the contract -was executed he lost 
time by the delay of the bondholders’ commit- 
tee in cashing the cirtificates. 

Things were in this shape when Judge 
Dorsey went to Rome in the first of Sep- 
tember and issued ai notice to the 
effect that he would take charge of the Rome 
and Decatur railroad as receiver. 

At the same time he sent Mr, Callahan an 
order, directing him to turn over the road and 
all its appurtenances. 

On this, Mr. Callahan, thraugh his attorney, 
Mr. Tom Glenn, tiled a petition before Judge 
Maddox, of Floyd superior court, allegin 
that the receiver, Judge Dorsey, had failed 
to comply with. his contract, and 
had refused to pay Callahan the 
estimates on his work and had by thig courso 
damaged him. The petition asked t court 
to suspend the receiver’s order and to call on 
him to show cause why he should not pay Cal- 
Jahan the money due him before taking pos- 
session of the road. 

The petition also asks for damages. The 
amount involved according to Contractor Cal- 
lahan’s claim is $16,000 in money, $20,000 in 
stock and $20,000 damages for violation of the 
contract. 

It seems rather odd that Mr. Callahan should 
be in litigation with the receiver who was ap- 
pointed on his — but the difficulty is 
more with the bondholders’ committee than it 
is with the receiver. 

The petition will come up for argument be- 
fore Judge Maddox on the 24th of September 
when Mr. ‘Tom Glenn will appear for Mr. Cal- 
jahan and Judge Joel Branham will represent 
the receiver. 

All Delayed. 

The monotony of the “on time’’ announce- 
ments tirat have adorned the union depot bulletin 
board for the past three months was badly broken 
up yesterday. ' ;

The engine and six carsof a-southbound- 
freight train jumped the track at this point early 
yes‘erday morning. No one was injured. 

The Central track was washed out at Oconee 
river-gouth of Macon, and passengers were trans- 
ferred. The break was repaired and trains were 
Tunning through oh time again last night, 

The Last Tennessee train, due’in Atlanta at 6:40 
yesterday morning, was behind time three hours, 

Yesterday’s delays in the arrivals of trains in At- 
lanta breaks the record, but as no fatalities are to 
be recorded in that connection, they will have to be 
Classed under the head of ‘unavoidable occur- 
Trences.’’

Martin was standing on 
the flat car when the rope slipped and he fell 
to theground. He claims that this was dueto 
the carelessness of agents of the road and that 
the injuries intlicted by the fall are perma- 
nent. 

Cros3 Harrison brings suit ggainst the Geor- 
gia Pacific railroad for $15,000. He states that 
on May 14, 1888, while his train was near 
Waco, Gsa., he attempted to mount the engine. 
His foot slipped and he fell with his left leg 
across the track. Before he could move his 
leg had been run over and cut off below the 
knee.” He was acting under direct order#at 
the time, and the accident was due to no care- 
lessness of his own.

Of the Condition of the Crops in the Differ- 
ent States of the Unicn. 
Wasutweron, September 10.—The report of 
the department of agriculture for September Ist 
makes the average condition of corn 94.2; wheat, 
77.8; oats, 87.2; rye, 92.8; barley, 96.9; buckwheat, 
93.7; potatoes, 91.6, and tobacco, 87. 
The returas show but very slight falling off from 
the exceptionally high August report of maize, the 
general average haying declined but one point dur- 
ing the mouth, The locs is almost entirely in one 
State, Kansas, where the drouth and hot, dry winds 
caused & decline of eleven points since the last re- 
port. This high average of condition has been ex- 
ceeded but once during the past ten years, in 1555, 
when it stood at 95, and the largest crop ever. grown 
was harvested, 
In the seven corn surplus states the ave con- 
dition is 95 against 64 the same date in1 The 
averages of these states are: Ohio,- 99; Indiana, 
Lilinois, 98; Towa, 99; Missouri, 92; Kansas, 80; 
Nebraska, 97. In other states of large production it 
is: New York, 92: Pennsyvivania, 98; Virginia, 92 
as, 9%; Tennessee, 93; Kentacky, 95. 

The average condition of spring and winter 
wheat when harvested was77.3, against 82 last year 
and 47.8 in 188. In 1885 it was 72, and in 13834, 98, 
The winter wheat statesshow slight im provement 
overthe last reportfof conditions,July,but there has 
been serious decline in the spring wheat rezion of 
the northwest. Chinch bugs were again seriousevil 
in portions of Wisconsin and Minnesota, while un- 
seasonable rains at and after harvest materialiy 
lowered the condition in th ates and in portions 
of lowa. Frost between the Iéth and 18th of the 

, month did seme injury in Redand Jim river valleys.

COTTON, 

The report makes the average condition of cotton 
83.8, a. deciine of three anda half points since the 
last report, The general average is slightly. higher 
than in 1887 and 1886, when it stood at 82.8 and 82.1 
respectively. 

The decline, while slight, has been general 
throughout the belt, except in North Carolina and 
Tennessee where more seasonable weather has re- 
suited in a slightly improved eondition, Local 
damege has resuited in the Carolinas from both 
drouth and excess of moisture, the rainfall during 
the month being unevenly distributed. Rust is 
general throughout Georgia, and with the drouth 
and shedding of bolls has seriously reduced the 
condition. Alabama has suffered trom. heat .and 
drouth and in some sections the month 
closes wh apprehensions of damage from excessive 
and continuous rainfall, .A decline in. Mississippi 
and Louisiaua is the result ofa. marked excess of 
moisture during the last two weeks of August. The 
severe storm whith swept over these states on the 
19th and 20th pros rated the plants, and continuous 
rains have beaten out the bolls and caused some 
rotting. The crop in Texas was beginning to suffer 
for moisture when the rains of the latter part of the 
month came, seasonable over the greater part of the 
state, breaking the threatened drouth and arrest- 
ing.the decline in the condition which had set: in. 
In Arkansas the ayerage has been lowered by 
locally unfavorable seasons, drouth in some sec- 
tions and excessive moisture, especially toward the 
close of the month, in others, causing a reduction. 
The month was favorable in Tennessee; seasons 
good, and but little complaint of rust. 

State averages of condition are: Virginia 84, 
North Carolina 84, South Carolina 83, Georgia 83, 
Florida 90, Alabama 87, Mis8rssippi 88, Louisiana 79, 
Texas 78, Arkansas 87, Tennessee 95. The crop is 
generaliy somewhat late and picking delayed by 
unfavorable weather. Caterpillars and boll worms’ 
are frequently mentioned, and doing damage where 
not vigorously fought. The first is tound most. fre- 
quently in Georgie, Alabama and Louisiana, while 
the latter is noted chiefly in Texas. It wiil, of 
course, be understood that this report relates to the 
status on the first day of the month.
